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Continuation of 13. Other: It is not convincing that a "web page" or a "bulletin board" is not equivalent to a virtual space, as evidenced by 
Kusmaul et al. (WO 96/07151), page 1 . Furthermore, Boyd's reference teaches that " a fee may be charged for each . invitation posted 
and/or(hence the word "OR") each invitation accepted. Therefore, it is convincing that only the first user of the plurality of users may be 
charged. The Examiner is not convinced that charging a fee based on the type of virtual space is not obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art. 
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
